The settlement ol the coal mining 


strike In the Pittsburg district has re- 
lieved the industrial situation from the 
threat of a scarcity of fuel that would 
have compelled the strutting down of 
numerous mills and factories; but it 
has removed from the coke trade what 
promised to be a pillar of strength, 
and what did actually and materially 
serve to advance coke prices.
